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I. Petition Pursuant to Rule 1.182 

Applicant hereby petitions to request that the USPTO correct the correspondence address to 
which communications from the USPTO are sent. The correct correspondence address is the address 
associated with Customer Number 08791 as requested in a Revocation of Power of Attorney with new 
Power of Attorney and Change of Correspondence Address filed October 10, 2008, and subsequently 
requested in a response filed June 29, 2009.

Since the record clearlj reflects a proper Revocation of Power of Attorney and new Power 
submitted with a Request for Change of Correspondence Address was fded October 10, 2008, and since 
(he US PFO has repeatedly failed to correct the record, resulting in the subject application becoming 
abandoned on several occasions, it is submitted that the necessity and propriety of this petition has been 
demonstrated. 

Further, since the need for this 
petition is solely due to PTO error in failing to correct the correspondence address despite numerous 
requests to do so, Applicant hereby requests refund of any petition fee so charged. 

II. Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment 

In the Notice of Abandonment mailed June 9, 2010, it is specified that a proposed reply was 
received on June 2, 2010, but it does not constitute a proper reply under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 13(a) to the Final 
Rejection. 

In response, Applicant notes that a proper reply under 37 C.F.R. 1.113(a) was filed on June 2, 
2010 and was accompanied by a Petition to Revive on the Grounds of Unavoidable Delay. In this 
connection, since no Decision has been rendered with respect to Applicant's Petition to Revive, Applicant 
submits that the issuance of a Notice of Abandonment was in error. Accordingly, Applicant requests that 
the Office withdraw the holding of Abandonment under 37 C.F.R. 1.181 . In this connection, Applicant 
notes that a proper handling of the Petition to Revive should have been a Decision on Petition either 
granting or denying the Petition, and, if granted, the Amendment and Response to Final Office Action 
should have been provided to the Examiner for further action on the merits. If the Petition to Revive was 
denied, appropriate action would have been to issue a Decision on Petition indicating the reasons for the 
denial, and providing Applicant with an opportunity to take corrective action. 

In an effort to ensure proper handling of this request, and the previously filed Response to Office 
Action, this Petition is also accompanied by a Request for Continued Examination, along with an 
Amendment to the claims for further action by the Examiner. 
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Conclusion

(2) The Notice of Abandonment mailed June 9, 2010 be withdrawn because it was 
improperly issued due to the failure to consider the Petition to Revive which accompanied the 
Amendment and Response to Office Action.

(4) The Response to Office Action filed June 2, 2010, RCE filed herewith, and Preliminary 
Amendment filed herewith be forwarded to the Examiner for action on the merits once the Petition to 
Revive has been granted.

Listing of Claims: 

1 . (Previously Presented) A GPS receiver comprising a GPS antenna and a GPS RF front- 
end including an analogue to digital converter for sampling received GPS signals wherein the 
resulting GPS signal samples contain an intermediate frequency (IF) signal which remains 
modulated; and a processor for outputting the GPS signal samples together with ancillary 
information either direetl) or indirectly describing characteristics of the GPS signal samples 
and/or the GPS signals which relate to the GPS receiver, wherein the ancillary information 
allows GPS signal processing software to adapt to characteristics of the GPS receiver. 

2. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim I wherein the GPS signal samples and 
ancillary information are outputted to an external device. 

3. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim 1 wherein the ancillary information 
includes information relating to the type or identity of the GPS receiver. 

4. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim 1 wherein the ancillary information 
includes information relating to the GPS signal received by the GPS receiver. 

5. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim 4 wherein the ancillary information 
includes either the type or identity of the received GPS signal, or the received GPS signal(s) 
format, centre frequency or bandwidth. 
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(>. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim I wherein (lie ancillary information 
includes information relating to the GPS samples outputted by the GPS receiver. 

7. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim 6 wherein the ancillary information 
includes either the outputted GPS signal carrier frequency or bandwidth, the G PS signal sample 
format, rate or resolution, the image sign, the oscillator type or oscillator stability parameters, or 
the antenna type. 

8. (Original) A GPS receiver according to claim 1 further comprising user input means with 
which the user is able to directly select one of a plurality of operating modes of the GPS receiver. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method of providing a position fix comprising the steps of: 
receiving from a GPS receiver GPS signal samples of a GPS signal, the samples 

containing an intermediate frequency (IF) signal which remains modulated, and being received 
together with ancillary information describing characteristics of the GPS signal samples and/or 
the GPS signals which relate to the GPS receiver, wherein the ancillary information allows GPS 
signal processing software to adapt to characteristics of the GPS receiver; and 

processing the GPS signal samples using the ancillary information to determine a position 

fix. 

10. (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the GPS signal is a spread spectrum 
signal; and wherein the ancillary information is used to assist despreading of the GPS spread 
spectrum signal . 

1 1 . (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the GPS signal samples and ancillary 
information are received from an external device. 

12. (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the ancillary information includes 
information relating to the type or identity of the GPS receiver. 
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13. (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the ancillary information includes 
information relating to the GPS signal received by the GPS receiver. 

14. (Original) A method according to claim 13 wherein the ancillary information includes 
either the type or identity of the received GPS signal, or the received GPS signal(s) format, 
centre frequency or bandwidth. 

15. (Original) A method according to claim 9 wherein the ancillary information includes 
information relating to the GPS samples outputted by the GPS receiver. 

16. (Original) A method according to claim 15 wherein the ancillary information includes 
either the outputted GPS signal carrier frequency or bandwidth, the GPS signal sample format, 
rate or resolution, the image sign, the oscillator type or oscillator stability parameters, or the 
antenna type. 

17. (Original) A computer program comprising instructions for performing a method 
according to claim 9. 

18. (Original) A computer-readable storage medium having recorded thereon data containing 
instructions for performing a method according to claim 9. 

19. (Original) Apparatus configured to perform a method according to claim 9. 

20. (Previously Presented) Apparatus configured to connect to a GPS, receiver of the type 
claimed in claim 1 . 
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21 . (New) A GPS receiver according to claim 1, wherein the GPS signal samples and 
ancillary information are outputted to an external device, the ancillary information includes 

i) information relating to the type or identity of the GPS receiver. 

ii) information relating to the GPS signal received by the GPS receiver, 

in) information relating to the GPS samples outputted In the GPS receiver, and 
said GPS receiver further comprises a user input means for directly selecting one of a 
plurality of operating modes of the GPS receiver.
